CURIOUS BITS 
OF H I STORY 

A KALEIDOSCOPIC ADMIN'- 
ISTRATION. 

By A. W. MACY. 
The ninth administration of 
the government of the United 
States t.ad more changes of 
cabinet members than any oth- 
er administration in the his- 
tory cf the country. The cam- 
paign which preceded it was 
known as the "Ttppicance and 
Tyler too" campaign, in which 
General William H. Harrison 
was elected president and John 
Tyler vice-prrsidei-t. Harrison 
was Inaugurated on March 4, 
1841, and died just one month 
later. Thus the prcsid»ncy de- 
volved upon Vice-President Ty- 
ler. He retained Harrison's 
cabinet members in office at 
first, but early in his admin- 
istration they all dropped out. 
Many of their successors also 
dropped out, for in the four 
years the country had five sec- 
retaries of state, four secre- 
taries of the treasury, four sec- 
retaries of war, five secretaries 
cf the navy, two p^;.tmastep 
generals, and two attorney gen- 
erals — twen»y-two cabinet offi- 
cers! in all. One reason for the 
many changes was that Tyler 
completely broke with th 
that alected him.
